WHAT SHOULD BE.

If we had all moved in here from 
other countries last week and were 
strangers to each other, with ne gov- 
erumental machinery running, the se- 
lection of county officere would be 
exactly the same as it now is in im- 
portance with the press of old friend- 
ships and the prejudice of old quar- 
rels removed. The American people 
are such excellent organizers that we 
can easily imagine them in such a 
case saying among themselves, Well, 
this man says he is a good baker; let 
us build him an oven and set him to 
work.” Here is a tailor; give him a 
a needle and let him mend our clothes.” 
Another might say, 1 brought in 
money to loan, and I want a clerk.” 
Still another might say, I want a 
salesman to handle some goods I 
brought.“ Lots would be settled on 
at once, and a Kecorder would have to 
be selected. We can imagine LiAycock 
receiving the unanimous 
Before noon there would be 
some sort of a dispute that would 
end in the choosing ot a man 
to subdue unruly and bad citizens and 
to put dangerous men where they 
could not injure the busy workers. It 
would at once be suggested that a 
man io prime bodily health and ac- 
tivity be selected. That he have a 
strong right hand and a good long 
arm. That he have both speed and 
bottom in case of a race, and that he 
have a good use of all his fuculties, so 
he could see far ahead in looking for a 
criminal; hear all sounds made by any 
who attempt to escape and awake in- 
stantly upon the touch of a hand. He 
should be a temperate man, for the use 
of liquor unsteadies the nerves and 
blunts the perceptions. He should be 
a man of undoubted courage, who 
would be bluffed by no ruffian and 
daunted by no danger, real or imag- 
ined. He should have that personal 
bravery and fearlessness that makes 
duty the only call necessary to send 
him to the murderers’ hiding placg/ 
or into the thieves’ den. He sh 
withal have a kind heart and exercise 
humanity while executing justice, and 
while doing all that the law demands 
he should, do it with as much gentle- 
ness as is consistent with the public in 
terests. The tian who abuses those 
in his power is a tyrant and should 
not be given public’honors. The man 
to be chosen would also have in many 
cases to handle the property of insol- 
vent debtors, and his character for 
business ability and personal honesty 
would necessarily have to be closely 
scrutinized. He should have exper- 
ience in general affairs of some kind 
and be a man of judgment and discre- 
tion. His efficiency would depend 
on bis being able to discharge those 
mixed duties promptly. He should 

not be teo fat to be active, nor too old 
to stand fatigue, nor too rich to shrink 
from exposure, nor too fend of his 
friends to do justice, nor too 1ill- 
natured to be fair minded. It is very 
easy to see that after taking these 
things into consideration and looking 
over all the male citizens of the new 
county of a suitable age, the man who 
would be found to answer the require- 
ments perfectly would be Frank Em- 
mitt. He would be in fact the ideal 
Sheriff if some poet or palnter wanted 
anyone to sit fora picture. The erect 
and manly figure shows perfect physi- 
cal health, the tall and well-developed 
frame is the best evidence that a stout 
heart beats within, while the freedom 
Reno. | of motion and activity of limb show 
that both strength and endurance are 
ther; Mr. Emmitt is no dandy; and 
will be no office ornament if elected.

The followiog is a report of Prof. 
Albert Lyser’s lecture, somewhat con- 
densed, as delivered before the State 
Teachers’ Institute on Friday even- 
ing last. Subject: “Fiction: Its 
uses and abuses.” Call book knowl- 
edge what you will- second hand or 
third-hand knowledye—it is still the 
source of nearly all we know and of 
much we feel. Reading makes ours the 
wisdom of yesterday and to-day 
Through it we may pierce the dimness 
of to-morrow. It unravels for us all 
the mysteries of! peace and war. The 
earth holds no treasure this divining 
rod cannot reach; the sea no wrecks 
this diver cannot raise; the heavens 
no secret this potent magician does 
not reveal. Reading gives us the 
finest perception of immortality; for it 
shows how neatly man may anaihilate 
time and space. We sit in the library 
on the border of the great ocean, but 
we are in Attica with Plato, two 
thousand years ago, and with the bees 
sip honey from his lips; or we hear the 
murmuring Nile mourning for her 
sons who followed the great Sesostris; 
or we see again the immortal agony 
where the sun goes down in blood be- 
hind Mount Calvary. Indeed, “the 
past but lives in words; a thousand 
ages were blank had not books 
evoked tue ghosts and kept the 
pale embodied shapes to warn 
us from fleshless lips.“ Then let us be 
thankful tor books. Like Charles 
Lamb, let us ask grace before reading 
as ‘well as before eating. Readers 
have far-reaching souls. They have 
power which the uninitiated cannot 
comprehend. Every book is a spirit. 
--the ghost of the author—com- 
muning with whoever invokes his 
presence. Weare largely the result 
of the atmosphere in which we live, 
and so in the mental life. What we 
read is vur mental atmosphere, and io 
this fact lies the best reason tor the 
existence of universities. No universi- 
ty educates —it only affords the oppor- 
tunity for education. It is the vener- 
able air which lingers around these in- 
stitutions, the wisdom and learning of 
the past, which seems to penetrate even 
the stones; that gives the incentive to 
that independent effort which so great- | 
ly directs thought and iofluences char- 
acter. The knowledge of generations 
of ages seems incarnated within their 


walls. 


To properly estimate the influence 
of books is to recite the history of the 
world. Boks have made nations and 
changed the currents of civilization. 
The poet who said Let me make the 
songs of a people and I care not who 
makes its laws was wiser than his 
times. Homer’s Liliad and Odessey 
created the national life of Greece; 
oay, more—originated a culture which 
after a lapse of 30 centuries has de- 
scended to influence the thoughts of 
our own generation. Chinese civiliza- 
tion is the result of the book of Con- 
fucius. The Zend Avesta of the Per- 
sians, the Petikes of the Buddhists, 
the Koran of the Arabs, have proved 
mere than books of morals or religion. 
They established the character of 
nations; they furnished the aspirations 
of individusis; by their impulses 
armies went to battle; conquerors 
founded dynasties, and patriots laid 
down their lives for their country. To 
the Koran is to be ascribed the won- 
derful progress of the Saracens; and, 


the nation is to be traced to the same 
source. 
Pre-eminently the Bible shows the 
influence of books en human life and 
action. The literature of a hundred 
nations has been based upon it. It is 
the origin of law, of education, of 
social and r economy. What a 
vast debt does Art owe to the Bible! 
Even science, though too quick to dis- 
own its obligations, finds its first 
glimmerings of eternal truth in its 
poem. Se, in a lesser degree, has 
n Quixote, Paradise Lost, the Hie 
belung-en-lied and the brave litera- 
ture of the Northmen, influeoced 
nations. Uncle Tom’s Cabin wielded 
a power for good and showed 
what a powerful factor literature is ih 
the history of nations. 
The quantity of reading in the pres- 
ent day is stupendous, Over a mil- 
lion different books are on the shelves 
of our libraries. What to read and 
what not to read, are exceedingly im- 
portant questions, Books are like 
men’s souls — may be divided into 
sheep and goats, and some foolish read- 
ers have a sneakiog admiration for the 
ts. Stories of the “Seven Buckets 
of Blood,” or the “Mysterious Milk- 
maid of Mingenton,” are their de- 
lights. No story agrees with their 
mental digestion unless flavored with 
at least two ghosts, three seductions, 
and half a score of. murders. But 
even such tastes may be reclaimed. - 
I am forced to conclusion that 
all the books really worth reading are 
within the compass of our means and 
dur time. The question arises, “What 
is a book?” A book is a photo 
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on the other hand, the sensuality of |. 


and moral state of the writer at the 
time of his writing so is his book. 
Bulwer Lytton isan example. His 
first book, Pelham,“ is marked with 
imperfections, but abounds in all the 
fire of youth, whilst his later works 
show matured reflection and more im- 
provement. Byron is a still more 
significant example. 

The books read most univeraally in 
the present day are novels. ‘This is 
natural, for novels treat essentially of 
mea and women. The supcrior charm 
of fiction lies mainly in its truthful- 
ness, for all things narrated may oc- 

r anywhere, do our everywhere, 
and love is the chief theme of the 
novel, Robinson Crusoe and Pilgrim's 
Progress are the two only great novels 
where the interest does not center in 
the pangs and ultimate joy of true 
love. In handling the subject of 
novel-reading, either for the instruc 
tion or delectation of the young, there 
is great danger.. Novels should be 
chosen with greater care than com- 

anions. The novel is exceedingly 
instructive from an historical and de- 
scriptive point of view, but there is 
the danger lest by a too careless choice 
the novel should bring the pure mind 
into the closest intimacy with cliarac- 
ters that would not be recognized on 
the streets. And while it is right 
and wise to read novels, too much 
novel reading soon makes the reader 
an intellectual voluptuary, with feeble 
judgment, a vague memory, and an 
incessant craving for some new ex 
citement. 
Novels have a history, remote as 
antiquity, although until recently 
they were thought to be of comparative 
modern origin. And now the chfef 
question arises: Among the thousands 
of novels which shall we read?” 1 
shall offer to-night ten names, and 
these ten have written all there is 
really worth reading in fiction. First, 
in point of time and unsurpassed in 
genius, was Sir Walter Scott. Scott's 
life itself was a romance, as his bio-- 
graphers have shown. His works 
mark an era in the history of fiction: 
There is not one of his books which 
does not demonstrate that even with 
excitement and spice and interest 
there may exist the greatest purity 
and refinement.” 
Then followed a short- description 
of the great writer's leading works, all 
of which possessed their distinctive 
merits. The lecturer then proceeded: 
“Our second novelist is perhaps not 
so familiar. Charles Kingsley, an 
English divine, who died but a few 
years ago, has written a number of 
tales, all of wkich are good, and three 
of which may be classed as not inferior 
Scott's. The first — Hereward, 
the Last of the English—is a story 
of Saxon England, and ita conquest 
by the Norman William. IIis second, 
ypathia, is a story of the fourth cen- 
tury, aod the third, Westward Ho, 
speaks of Raleigh, Drake and the rest 
of the Elizabeth&n race of hardy sail 
ors and discoverers. The next favorite is 
George Ebers of Leipsic. His field is 
the historical novel, and while he does 
not imitate Scott, he is in some respects 
superior to him. Hereproduces the 
scenes and characters of Egypt, As 
syria and Rome of 20 or 80 centuries 
ago in a most graphic and enthralling 
manuer. George Eliot, intellectually 
the greatest woman that ever lived, is 
the writer pre-eminently of the philo- 
sophical novel. Her later works are 
more of a study than a novel. Anthony 
Trollope, Gothe and Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne are three others who deserve 
a place amogst the foremost ranks of 
novelists. :

There is no known specific for 
this awful plague, and it is as conta- 
gious as small pox, and often more 
fatal.

Don’t forget that half the 
dreaded diseases such as diphtheria 
come from decayed vegetable matter. 
Clean your sinks, cess- pools, back 
yards, and all places where filth is 
likely to accumulate. Use plenty of 
lime and soap and muscle, and your 
chances for good health will be 
very materially improved. About. 
twelve or fourteen years ago diph- 
theria swept through Santa Clara Val- 
3 many instances taking off 
w families, old and young. Phy- 
sicians were powerless. The disease 
would succumb to no known remedies 
until an old squaw, employed at Ten - 
nant's raach, some fifteen miles · below 
San Jose, demonstrated the efficacy of 
tar smoke. She took a common clay 
tobacco pipe and placed a live coal in 
it.

SINGULAR ACCIDENT, 


Terrific Explosion in a Mining Shaft at 
. Eureka. 5 


The accumulator in the Eureka 
Consolidated shaft burst Sundsy after- 
noon at J o’clock with a tremendous 
noise which was heard io Eureka, two 
and a half.miles distant. The shaft 
was shattered to pieces from top to 
bottom, a distance of 75 feet. The 
explosion tore away the eastern side 
ol the works, and pieces were hurled 
through the air far away. One piece 
of casting, weighing about a ton, 
struck the new town a quarter of a 
mile off, but fortunately did no dam- 
age. A piece weighing 400 or 500 
pounds struck the cabic of William 
Lowery, 300 yards off, took off one 
end of it and passed within a foot of 
a miner's body. The missile then 
ricocheted through a chicken coop 
and buried itself in the ground. 
Smaller fragments filled the air, and 
fell like hail on the housetops of the 
neighborhood. The entife eastern 
part of the immense new antl substan- 
tial building was shattered, and is a 
mass of ruins. The great iron roof 
was crushed like an egg-sliell, and rat- 
tled about with a deafening noise in 
the yale, which was blowing at the 
time. One large piece of the accumu- 
lator was hurled inward, and struck 
near the pump evgine, going through 
the floor near the engine. A moment 
after the explosion the people living 
in the vicinity ran in crowds to the 
works, which appeared at first sight 
to be totally demolished. As the new 
town lies east of the shaft, women 
came up wailing and crying, and 
frantically inquired for husbands aad 
loved ones about the works, who were 
supposed to be crushed beneath the 
wreck. By strange good fortune, how- 
ever, nobody was seriously hurt. Sup 
erintendent Read was in the office, a 
few feet from the accumulator, when 
the explosion occurred. His arms 
were struck by wood splinters, and 
bis fingers cut, but his injuries are 
slight. The loss is about $25,000, but 
it is more serious because it stops im- 
portant developments proposed in the 
mine, and causes doubt of the hy- 


draulic plan iu use.
